pared with about |21,000 the past six 
months. 


The first question to he considered 


was how the additional amount re- 
quired by the sinking fund 
trustees 


could be raised and there was no ap- 
parent, way to cut down the operating 
expenses of any of the city depart- 
ments. 
Only oae method of saving 


was suggested. It was pointed out that 
the city has to pay a commission to 
the county for the collection of special 
assessments for the city on street Im- 
provements and that this could 
be 


saved by having the collecting done by 
the city treasurer. 


The special assessment method for 


street cleaning and street; 
lighting 


seemed to be the only solution of the 
problem of raising revenue 
to 
get 


around the provisions of the Smith one 
per cent law. It was stated that Co- 
lumbus levies special assessments for 


I street cleaning and Toledo levies spec- 
ial assossments for street lighting. 


Service Director Blinn was request- 


led to furnish council with an estimate 


; of .what the cost of street cleaning 


j would be for one year with a view to 
the issuing of a certificate of indebt- 
edness to cover the amount, in antlcl- 
jpatlon of thp levying of special assess- 
jments against property owners. It. is 
figured that at least $15,000 can 
be 


raised by special 
assessments 
for 


street lighting and this money used 
to pay off the city's Indebtedness and 
use the regular taxation money under 
the old system to pay the running ex- 
penses. 


In the water 
works 
department, 


there will he a balance of over $4,000 
in t.he pump pit fund after the pay- 
ment of about J6.000 for 
th« new 


pump and It Is figured that, this bal- 
ance will bf> sufficient, to take care ot 
thf bonds falling due during the la?t 
six months of thin year.
